St. Louis, June IO.—The rising wat* r 
In the trl-cltles, the break In the Ca- 
hokla’a backwater levee and the report 
that the M ississippi Is yet to rise three 
feet spread terror throughout the flood 
district on Tuesday. 
Venice, Madison and Granite City 
had not 6 per cent of their normal pop­ 
ulations by 6 o’clock Tuesday evening. 
The flood rose fully two feet In the 
trl-cltles Tuesday, rendering the situ ­ 
ation much worse than It was Mon­ 
day. 
Despite the heroic efforts which 
have been made for a week past, the 
flood has now seized upon practically 
the entire Inhabited portion of the east 
tide, with the exception of the higher 
portions of Kast St. Louis, which are 
yet not out of danger. 
A west wind banked the water of 
the M ississippi up ngalnst the east 
shore, caused new breaks In the levees 
and the first serious crevasse In the 
backwater levee. 
W ater com ing down 
from the breaks In the principal levees 
overflowed the farm lands to the river 
as far as the Chicago and Alton tracks, 
and then spread over the tracks and 
the trl-cltles. 
Fully another foot of 
water is sure to cover the unfortunate 
towns before the flood abates, and the 
destruction which this added rise will 
work cannot 
be considered 
without 
pity. 
Not ten blocks In Venice remain out 
of water. 
Mile after mile of houses, 
m anufacturing plants, etc., stand des­ 
olated and deserted in the flood w ith­ 
out a living soul near them. 
Hundreds 
of the frailer structures of the trl- 
cltles have disappeared from the face 
of the earth forever. 
Ten thousand 
hom eless ones are being accom m odat­ 
ed as comfortably ss possible In Bt 
Louis. East St. Louis, Alton. Mattoon 
and other towns. 
Hardly a roof could be seen T ues­ 
day afternoon at Venice, Madison and 
Granite City. 
Lootlngnnd robbery are reported prev­ 
alent.
